Auditors criticize ASI business procedures

The ASI. Business Office is 
operating under an unauthorized 
accounting system, needs revised 
accounting machine procedures, 
and is losing money illegally. The 
office has inaccurately recorded 
checks, mis-classified items in the 
wrong funds, maintained unneces- 
sary accounts which are no longer 
active, and continued inadequate 
inventory procedures 

These are all observations made 
by the independent auditors, 
Coopers and Lybrand, and defined 
along with recommendations Oct 
14, 1975. 

ASI Business Office Executive 
Director Larry Bliss and President 
James G. Bond received copies of 
the study 


The certified public ac- 
countants said, “Our comments 
are, by their very nature, critical in 
context and do not point out the 
many positive aspects of the 
operation which were observed by 
us.” 

The criticized accounting 
method used ts a “ single, self- 
balancing ledger.” This is not in ac- 
cordance with the Board of 
Trustees request that a “self balan- 
cing fund” system be used by an 
auxiliary campus organization. 

The present accounting 
procedure hascaused“. . . several 
significant accounting and repor- 
ting problems,” said the C.P.A 
firm. Examples of these problems 
were the impossibility of deter- 
mining the June 30, 1975 year-end- 
cash balance for the General Fund, 


Child Care Center, Hornet Ink 
Machine, State Hornet and Bike 
Shop. Also, $24,000 was left 
unrecorded from the general fund. 
and the general reserve fund. The 
lrabilities of the Child Care Center 
and The State Hornet were mis- 
takenly recorded in the accounts 
payable of the general fund. 

The law states that auxiliary 
funds must be self supporting. The 
ASI auxiliary funds lost a net 
$31,636 last year. “A continuation 
of the loss trend will eventually 
force activities to be discontinued 
or student fees will have to be in- 
creased to support them,” said 
Coopers and Lybrand 

Seventy checks were dated June 
30, 1975 and set aside for the use of 
the following five weeks. This 
caused an understatement of 


$21.600 on the books. The C.P.A. 
firm said, “This is an imporper use 
of the (check) log and compromises 
its integrity, rendering it useless.” 

The auditors found, * 
several outstanding checks more 
than six months old. There ts no 
procedure for periodic review and 
write-off of old outstanding 
checks.” 

A lack of control over recording 
expenditures in the plant fund was 
noted we found State 
Hornet physical property recorded 
in the plant fund.” This is im- 
proper. Also, Coopers and 
Lybrand found expenditures of 
$14.787 which should have been 
recorded in the plant fund but were 
not

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PASU airs charges

Ihe Pan African Students 
Union expressed its dissatisfaction 
with =the ethnic 
programming sponsored by the 
ASI Programming Board during 
last Tuesday's Student Senate 
meeting 

PASU specifically charged that 
their efforts to bring ethnic bands 
to the campus was refused, that 
there is no ethnic minority 
representation on the Program- 
ming Board and that they hold 
their meetings irregularly and 
without adequate notice. 

“I agree that the problem is 
clear, but the solution is not,” said 
Senate Chair Jim Hollenback who 
first suggested that the matter be 
taken up with the Program Board. 
“We have no way to determine how 
true the charges are,” he said. 

This was rejected by PASU 
members. A sympathic member of 
the audience said, “People have 
come here telling you about 
problems and you tell them to goto 
some god-dammed committee.” 

Hollenback then suggested a 
private meeting including himself, 
ASI President John Giannoni, 
Dean of Students Norm Better, 
ASI Attorney General Ron Toirac 
and representatives of various 
ethnic groups. 

“I object to that,” said Senator 
Tony Mazy who objected to the 
idea of specific ethnic groups of- 
ficially representing minority 
students. 

“You ave looking at the black 
people's representation on cam- 
pus.” said one of the PASU 
members. 

Another one said, “You might 
not be black, Tony, but you are

supposed to represent all the 


students” which included blacks, 
Asians, Chicanos and others 

One of the senators suggested 
that minorities apply for 
committee positions 

PASI 
Netters indicated that efforts have 
been made. “When they tell us 
there are no Openings on the com- 
mittee, what are we to do It's 
not apathy on our part. but refusal 
on your part.” 

Senator Jean Hoffman 
proposed an action which after 
some modifications read, “The 
Student Senate directs the 
Programming Board to insure ade- 
quate ethnic representation in the 
programming and that it be asked 
to write to and meet with ethnic 
organizations and the Women's 
Caucus on campus to ask them to 
identify the programming they 
desire and that the Board be asked 
to report back to the Senate within 
two weeks on the status of the 
suggested action for the remainder 
of the year.” 

It passed 15-1-0 with Mazy cas- 
ting the dissenting vote. 

Better then suggested that the 
meeting proposed by Hollenback 
earlier be held in addition to the ac- 
tion taken. That was agreed to by 
PASU members. 

The question of ASI employee 
grievances came up, and the Senate 
decided to hold an executive ses- 
sion next Tursday. 

Cheri Hunt representing the 
grieving employees, asked that 
those senators who voted in the 
ASI Executive Committee, from 
which the ASI employees are

The past week has brought with 
it a wave of petitions calling for the 
recall of various members of the 
Student Senate and other As- 
sociated Students Inc., officers. | 
The recails are being circulated by 
numerous, but as yet unnamed, 
persons or groups. The Hornet 
interviewed one of those named in 
the recall petitions, Student 
Senator Tony Mazy, asking his 
reaction to the movement. 

Mazy was asked who he 
thought was responsible for the 
petitions, and he answered: “I don't 
know, everyopge who says they 
know, won't say; and everyone 
who might be obliged to know, say 
they don’t know. Whoever they 
are, I think they should come up 
front and present themselves.” 

When pressed for an opinion on 
who he thought might be behind 
the movement to recall him and 
some of his fellow officers, Mazy 
went on to say, “Well, | would have 
ample reason to suspect the SDS,

the Women’s Caucus or the 
Hornet. There is a pile of cir- 
cumstantial evidence against them. 
They don't like the way certain 
members of the Student Senate 
vote.” 

Mazy was then asked about the 
allegations on the recail petitions, 
such as absenteeism and the con- 
ducting of secret meetings by the 
senators: “Well, some of the 
senators have missed quite a few 
meetings, but mostly for personal 
reasons. The Senate is dealing with 
those individuals at this time, in its 
own way. I myself have not missed 
a meeting in two years asa senator. 
As for the secret meetings, we have 
none. We may have occasional 
social gatherings, such as poker 
games, but they are not for the ex- 
pressed purpose of discussing 
Senate business, However, you 
can't expect people who work 
together some 20 hours a week to 
get together and not discuss any of 
what they do all week long.” 

Mentioning that he was giving 
some consideration to filing a libel 
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suit against the orrginators of the 
recall petition, Senator Mazy gave 
this opinion on what he felt the 
Studetn Senate's image was in the 
eyes of the campus population 
“Most of the students who are well 
informed about the workings of the 
ASI probably 


procedures because they are fully 


accept our 


aware of the pressures and 
constraints under which we 
operate, even if they don't agree 


They are 
willing to accept less than perfec- 
tion, no student government is 
pertect. Those who disagree with 
us and call us crooks are only try- 
ing to throw upa smoke screen and 
put ina group sympathetic to their 
needs. This is untruthful and a 
misrepresentation of those 
students they claim to represent.” 

In light of the recall movement, 
and because of the ramifications 
that are sure to follow it, we asked 
Mazy what he saw in store for 
student government here at CSUS. 
“Student government is in danger 
of being dominated by greedy. self- 
interested special-interest groups.” 

“When -asked to clarify that 
statement, and name the groups, he 
continued, “Well, groups such as 


the Pan-AFrican Student Union, 
Con'd on page 3

For those of vou who are seek- 
ing another alternative to the exor- 
bitant prices charged for bicycle 
repairs, Search no more! 

The campus bike shop, near the 
University Union building, 1s in 
operation serving students, faculty 
and alumni. It is open Monday 
through Friday from 9 a.m. until 4 
p.m. and Wednesday until 7 p.m. It 
is funded by the Associated 
Students, Inc 

The services provided by the 
bike shop are wide ranging. There 
is a bulletin board, appropriately 
entitled a bike board, inside the 
shop. which allows you to buy, sell, 
or trade, used bikes or parts. The 
shop itself does not take trade-ins 
because you can get more money 
by selling them yourself. 

If you are considering fixing, 
painting or overhauling your bike, 
the shop ts the place to take it. A 
flat rate of $6 per hour is charged, 
compared to the $12 outside-shop 
rate. Painting charges are $25 plus 
paint (if bike is assembled), $15 for 


just the frame (the wheels and han- 
dlebars already removed), $8 for a 
frame with no paint on it. A com- 
plete overhaul is only $15. A tube 
repair will run you $1 maximum, 


and $4 (maximum) is charged for , 


wheel alignment. 

Other services provided are tire 
repairs, brake and derailer ad- 
justments, and custom made 


wheels. The latter allows you the 
spoke pattern of your choice. They 
also sell parts and accessories at a 
low cost. 

The bike shop is run by three 
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Bikers rejoice! Quality repair at low cost is available at the Univer- 


sity Union.

Faculty Senate says 
No credit for AE classes

It has been recommended to 
CSUS President James G. Bond 
that after this semester academic 
credit no longer be given for 
Alternative Education (AE) 
Program courses 

The recommendation was made 
by the Faculty Senate after a 23-8-2 
vote at its Wednesday meeting. 

Unless there is a lot of static, the 
President usually takes the 
Senate’s advice on these kind of is- 
sues, Faculty Senate Chair Chris- 
topher Dyer-Bennet said 

The recommendation was made 
to the Faculty Senate in October by 
the Currculum Committee. Al 


Gutowsky, chair of that com- 
mittee, explained that the 
recommendation deals with the 


basic issue that AE classes, because 
of the credit given for them, did not 
reflect an alternative to the regular 
curriculum in which “students are 
motivated by their desire to learn.” 

According to Gutowsky, the 
recommendation was a result of 
approximately six months of inves- 
tigations, interviews, and dis- 
cussion with administrators, 
students, and faculty 

AE classes are taught by student 
faciiitators and supervised by a 
faculty member 

Cliff Adams, who for the past 
three semesters has served as the 
student facilitator of an AE class 
studying comic books as a com-

All the coin-operated 


typewriters in the library were cen- 
tralized in room 505 Nov. 10. The 
change was made so students can 
more easily find the machines and 
to facilitate servicing the 10 
typewriters, which are frequently 
battered 

University librarian Bordon P. 
Martin said in response to a ques- 
tion concerning discrimination 
against poorer students in a 
situation wherein instructors 
prefer typewritten work: “Well, we 
tried to provide free typewriters, 
but students didn't take care of 
them. . . ’ recognize the need, but 
I don't know how anyone can do it 
unless Associated Students buys 
some and puts them in the Student 
Union.” 

Martha McBride, library as- 
sistant, said the library is having 
problems with the Dennison 
copiers similar to those ex- 
perienced with the typewriters. 
Library personnel will soon meet 
with the company responsible for 
the copy machines to discuss the 
possibilities of concentrating the 





copiers in central areas and install- 
ing more machines. Right now, she 
said, “there's pretty much two toa 
floor.” Some machines go largely 
unused because students don't see 
them, while others receive such 
heavy use the service men cannot 
keep them filled with paper 


McBride believes the demand 
for copying was greatly underes- 
timated when the machines were 
originally installed. In October, 
students and others made an in- 
credible 111,000 copies on libra y 
machines. Despite being out of 
order frequently, the lone machine 
in the reserve book room produced 
15,000 of these copies. McBride 
said there should be another 
machine in the reserve book room 
soon. 


It is hoped that library per- 
sonnel and companies providing 
extra services for students will be 
able to facilitate use of the 
typewriters and copy machines. 
But it seems users can forget the 
possibility of having free 
typewriters in the library. 





municative art, appeared before 


the body to respond to the 
recommendation. 
Adams defended the 


educational value of the three AE 
classes being taught. Comic books, 
he specifically noted, were the only 
20th century medium not being 
taught at the university. 

Amidst muffled snickers by 
some faculty senators, Adams 
noted that Harvard University is 
considering adding to its cur- 
riculum a fourth comic book class, 
and the University of California at 
Berkeley offered two classes in 
comic book production. 

“The theatrical department 
seems to also enjoy having the AE 
clownology class on campus.” he 
said 

Adams said the blame for some 
unqualified student facilitators be- 
ing allowed to teach AE classes 
rested on the selection of classes to 
be offered rather than on the 
program itself 

Claiming what he found to be 
the most offensive part of the 
recommendation, unanimously 
passed by the Curriculum Com- 
mittee, Adams remarked that the 
two student representatives to that 
committee had not yet been 
notified of meeting times or places 

John Woods, one of the student 
representatives, assured Adams 
that he would not have voted in 
favor of the recommendation 

Faculty Senator Margaret 


Goodart, member of the Cur- 
riculum Committee, said she had 
told Woods where to find ia 
formation regarding meeting times 
and places. Goodart, as she has 
strongly contended, also said that 
AE had in the past been poorly ad- 
ministered and continuo—. 
promises to restructure the 
program had not been kept 


Faculty Senator Barbara 
O'Connor joined Goodart in ad- 
vocating the granting of classroom 
space, but not credit, for AE 
classes 


Speaking against the 
recommendation, Faculty Senator 
Charles Moore said that course 
work of AE classes he had super- 
vised was of superior quality 


“If we do deny credit to the AF 
program we can assure ourselves 
that it will die and I think we are 
well aware that that is the case,” he 
said. In other proceedings Dvyer- 
Bennet read a letter from CSUS 
Vice-President Darrell J. Inabit ex 
plaining the discrepancy between 
the 15.400 full time equivalent 
(FTE) student enroilment 
budgeted for, and the estimated 
15,925 FTE enrollment determined 
Oct. &. The Faculty Senate re- 
quested at its October meeting that 
the administration account for the 
425 surplus.

Editor, the Hornet: 

Women's Caucus of CSUS fir- 
mly condemns pornographic (X- 
rated) films and vehemently 
protests the proposed ASI por- 
nography film series on this cam- 
pus 

Pornography films are not a 
student-oriented activity. Students 
are getverally attending CSUS for 
the purpose of achieving some kind 
of educational goal. Pornographic 
films have no educational value, 
and therefore cannot be of benefit 
to students in this sense 

Furthermore, pornographic 
films are a bald-faced insult to at 
least the female members of the 
campus community. These films 
portray all females in very demean- 
ing roles. Female characters are sex 
objects, pure and simple, and have 
no value as human beings beyond 
this. Males are portrayed as 
dominating sex machines. Por- 
nographic films reinforce the sex 
role stereotypes taught in this 
society 

These stereotypes limit and op- 
press women especially, but men 
too have reason to object their por- 
trayal as mindless sex maniacs 


We are particularly disgusted 
that individual members of the 
present ASI government would 
propose such a series. They have 
attempted to justify their proposal 
by pointing to its money-making 
possibilities. We do not believe the 
ASI should judge the merits of its 
programs by their monetary 
returns. The ASI collects over 
$400,000 each year in student ac- 
tivity fees. This money is then 
allocated to various ASI programs 
In theory, then, the ASI collects 
rnoney from students and funds 
various student-oriented 
programs 

CSUS is an institution sup- 
ported by tax dollars. We pay for 
this school — we want programs at 
this school which will bring out 
good aspects of society rather than 
perpetrating its illnesses. We will 
not support a pornography film 
series with our tax dollars
